The Union Bill. 

Tho rumour that tho Union .Bill has 
paBaed tho Houso of Lords and rori 
cowed tho Royal assont is, wo fear, 
too true, and our pooplo must bogin to 
norvo thomsolvoa to moot boldly and 
unflinchingly tho vory worst state of 
aflairB that it is possiblo for British 
colonists to onduro. "Wo say tho vory 
worst, becauso wo fear that the clause 
which gavo our Legislature tho altei> 
nativo of accepting or rejecting tho 
measure, has boon struck out; and 
because wo bavo it on excollont au-> 
thority that Governor Soymour — hav- 
ing failed to procuro tho Jamaica Gov- 
ernorship, for which he was an appli- 
cant—is now on his way out to take 
chargo of tho unitod Colonioa. How 
much of justice and liborality may bo 
expootod by Vancouvor Island at tho 
hands of this gontloman, will bo un- 
derstood by thoso who have porusod 
his remarkable dospatchos to the 
Homo Govornmont and noted tho mis- 
statements which they contain. Writ- 
ing as a Governor who wished to rulo 
over us — to moot our pooplo socially — 
to como in contact with ns officially — 
and to meot us on common ground, 
proparod to work for tho advancoraont 
and perpotuation of British Intorosts 
on tho North Pacific, wo are at a 
loss to [understand how Mr Seymour 
could havo venturod to traco his au- 
tograph beneath a tissuo of statements 
so palpably untrue as his dispatches 
to Mr Card well. Policy, if J not prin- 
ciple, would havo dictatod a totally 
different courso; but Mr Soymour ap- 
pears to possess noithor tho ono 
quality nor tho othor, and a groator 
misfortune could not havo befallen 
Vanoouver Island than to havo suoh a 
man sent to rulo over us. Wo have 
been astonishod to hoar some vory in- 
telligent pooplo exclaim; "mattors can- 
not be worse than they aro at proscntj" 
but these people talk without dut/con- 
sideration. In tho first placo, Yancou- 
ver Island has a dobt of only §300,000, 
whilo British Columbia owes upwards 
of 81,200,000. Tho intorost on tho 
combinod debt would bo fully §100,000 
por annum, or nearly ono half of the 
entire estimated rovonuo of this Colo 
ny for tho current year, and this load 
of debt and interest wo would havo to 
shoulder, givo up tho capital, and 
conbont to a rival port of entry at 
Now "Westminster. It is truo that 
goods shipped at Victoria would es- 
cape detention by tho Customs' au- 
thorities at Now Wcstminstor; but 
that would bo but a small item when 
compared with tho actual disadvan- 
tages, dolay and oxponso, of having to 
steam aoross tho Straits ovory timo 
one wishod to lay a case boforo the 
Govornor. Nor would tho proposition 
for a Lioutonant Govornor, to rosido at 
Victoria, moud matters, for there 
would bo then, as now, two staffs of 
officials to maintain and all tho doiay 
and annoyanco consequent upon tho 
roforonce of publio business to tho 
chief offico at Now Westminster, and 
tho dolay of several days in awaiting 
an answer. Tho torms proposed in tho 
bill aro humiliating and ruinous for 
Vancouvor Island, and aro such that, 
if wo aro to havo any voico in tho 
mattor, wo cannot accept without 
committing an act of political suicide. 
Even if tho torms woro tho most 
favorablo, tho known hostility of 
Mr Seymour to everything 'Van. 
couvorian, ■ would procludo thoir 
acooptanco, With a now man for 
Govornor — ono totaly devoid of 
solf-intorost or projudico— wo might 
bo suro that tho natural advantages 
of Victoria ovor any othor point, as a 
commercial entrepot, and as a loca- 
tion for tho capital, would exert an 
influonco that could not bo succosh- 
fully resisted for any longth of timo. 
But with a Governor naturally preju- 
diced against us as a pooplo, and in- 
terested in tho real estate and town lots 
of tho sistor Colony, currnatural ad- 
vantages will bo ignored [and our 
woll grounded complaints disregard- 
ed. As for Union itself, wo aro 
Btrougly in favor of it, but only upon 
a basis that would bo fair and cquit- 
ablo to both sections — A Union with 
ono sot of officials, ouoLogislatu.ro; 
each soction to lund and provide for 
tho payment of the indebtedness in- 
curred boforo Union, by a small an» 
nal tax on roal and personal prop- 
erty, until tho wholo is cloarod off; 
tho location of tho capital, and tho man. 
nor of raising a lovonuo to bo dotor- 
mincd by tho pooplo's ropresontativos 
—and, abovo all things, anybody but 
Mr Soymour as ^Govornor. On a 
basis somowhat similar to tho abovo, 
wo boliovo Union would bo acceptable 
to tho pooplo of both Colonies. With 
tho terms of tho Bill, which wo hnvo 
ovory reason to boliovo has bocomo 
law, no ono outside of Now West- 
minster is Hatisfiodj in fact,, it is u 



pioco of hoartlcsa spooial legislation — 
concocted in London by Govornor 
Soymour and Colonel Moody, and 
designod to build up tho capital of 
British Columbia r at tho oxponso of 
tho commorcial depot of tho North 
Pacific. Wo do not say that its pass- 
ago will ruin Victoria. All tho Soy 
mours and the Moodys in London 
could not keop this town from oven* 
tually becoming a groat contro of 
commorco. Naturo has looked after 
our intorosts in thatrespoct. But wo 
do say, tahtits offocts will bo folt a long 
timo — that it will incroaso tho do- 
prossion now provailiDg — will weak- 
en publio confidonco in tho perman- 
oncy of /. tho City," and sot us back 
sovoral years. All this it will effect 
without materially benefiting Nov/ 
WoBtminator, which must always ro» 
'main a placo of socondary importance. 
For tho reasons sot forth ahovo wo 
opposo tho Union of tiio Colony 
with British Columbia on tho basis 
proposod in tho Billj and wo havo no 
hositation in adding that ovon woro 
tho Bill much moro favorablo in its 
tendoncy, Mr Soymour would not bo 
acccptablo to tho pcoplo of oither 
Colony. 



Complimentary Dinner. 

The complimentary dinner to Mr Simon 
Reinhart, on the eve of hia departuro from 
tho Colony, at tbo French Hotel, was one 
of tho most interesting affairs of the kind that 
it has been our lot to attend during a long 
residenco in this Colony. About forty gen- 
tlemen sat down, at 8 o'clock, to a sumptuous 
repast, and tho enjoyment, which was un- 
alloyod, was continued until a late hour. 
Robt. Burnaby, Esq., presided, supported by 
Jules David and David Lcnoveu, Esqs, as 
Vice Presidents. On tho right of tho Presi- 
dent sat Mr Reinhart (Iho guest of the 
evening), Capt White, of tho U. S. S. Lin- 
ooln, and Mossrs J Wilkie, C C Pendorgast, 
E Grancini, F Weissenburger, J P Couch, 
J Boscowitz, P M Baokua, B Baroett, E 
Marvin, and N I Neustadt. On the lolt of 
the President sat Mcssra D B Ring, J G 
Shophord, Henry Nathan, J Weil, Mr 
Greanebaum, J Loewi, Emil Sutro, M. Spor- 
borg, O Gillingbam, J A McCrea, and T L 
Stahlschmidt. Letters of apology wore read 
from tho U S Consul, Capt Coode, of H M S 
Sutlej, and Capt Franklin, of tho U S war 
steamer Saginaw, expressing their deep re, 
gret that previous engagements prevented 
their attendance to do honor to a citizen and 
merchant so universally respected as Mr 
Reinhart. 

Tbo President then propoaed tho health 
of " the Queen," and " tho President of the 
United States," which wero received with 
chcera and national airs. 

Mr David propoaed tho health of Gover- 
nor Kennedy, who from the despatches 
lately published, had shown himself a true 
friend to the Colony, and a withal free-trade 
man, (opplause)[[ Music — Governor's March. [ 

The President proposed the health of 
"OurGue8t," who had been with tho Col- 
ony through all its upa and downs, and had 
ever been foremost in outerprise, business 
and charity. The guest wa9 going to join 
his vrow in Fathorland, and the President 
hoped ho would safely reach his destination, 
and bring back with him 100,000 men. He 
wished Mr Reinhart all tho happiness it was 
possible for a mortal to enjoy — hon voyage, 
aud a speedy return. [The oatt was drank 
with three times three. ie— "He's a 

jolly good fellow." 

Mr Reinhart, in rising espond, waa re- 
ceived with applause, no said ho found 
much difficulty in responding to tho toast, 
and wished that he had the ability of an 
orator to reply io suitable terms. Ue re- 
gretted that ho was about to leave so many 
kind friends behind him, and hoped that on 
his return ho would find tho Colony as pros K 
porous as Mr Seymour represented British 
Columbia to be in his despatches, (laughter 
ami applause) He looked upon Victoria as 
his home, and expected soon to return and 
settlo down in tho Colony of his choice. 
[Cheers.] 

Vico-President Leooveu proposed " The 
Armies and Navies ol Groat Britain and the 
United States." Tho [proposer hoped that 
the good feeling now existing between these 
two urms of defence would enduro forever. 
(Cheers.) 

Music — "Rod, vVhito and Bluo." 
Capt. Whito, of tho U. S. Rovonue Cuttor 
Lincoln, said ho was out of his element in 
responding to a toast. The armies and na- 
vies of Great Britain and the United Sttihs 
combined could conquer tho world ; but as 
his battery only consisted of small howitzers 
he must beg to be excused fiom further ser- 
vice in the talking lino. 
Capt. Lang responded, and in allusion to the 
Rifle Corps, said ho hoped that tho volun- 
toers of Great Britain would never bo called 
on to da fighting, but if they wero he trusted 
they would strive to omulato tho example of 
their brothron on tho American continent. 
( App'auso.) 

Vice-President Loneveu propoaed " The 
Bench and Bar," coupling therewith tho 
naino of Mr D B Ring. 

Mr Ring said ho took it that the toast was 
intended as a compliment to tho Bench and 
Bar ol tho wholo world. Ho paid a flattering 
tribute to tho purity of tho bonoh and the 
bur— who wore actuated by feelings of libor- 
ality and justico without rospoct to persons. 
[Three cheers wore givon for tho " Bench 
and Bar."] 

Mr Gillingbam proposod— '' England and 
America — ono blood, and representing the 
same civilization." Ho availed himself, glad- 
ly, of tho opportunity of responding to a toaat 
that brought in connection the names of Eng 
land and Amorica. He would bo dorelict ol 
bifl duty, and ungrateful for tho happiness he 
had experienced bere during tho past eight 
years, wero he to docliuo to propose a toast 
that so completely speke the sentiment of 
his heart. [Three choirs were given for tho 
subject and the proposer . 

Capt. Lang said it waa a hard thing to 
respond to this toast, became when wo camo 
to talk on a subject that all hold to bo true, 
thoro was no occusion for long words, [Ap- 
plauso.l Botwcou England, tho great mother. 

fir.. f 



and Amorica, tho great daughtor, there 
could never bo any serious difficulty. There 
might be diplomatic misunderstandings ; but 
thoro was a deep fooling of fealty and attach- 
ment among the people, England and 
America forever ! long might tho two nations 
go on side by sido, carrying tho banner of 
civilization into tho remotest quarters of the 
globe. (Cheers.) 

Mr Neustadt proposod tho " Health of the 
Ladies." His knowledge of tho fair sex wbb 
ao limited that he could not venturo upon any 
cntended romarks. (Great ^laughter.) Ho 
would moroly propose the health of tho dear 
creatures and called on Mr Grancini and Mr 
PondergaBt for a response. 

Mr Grancini could eay nothing at nil 
about tho ladies, because ho was on old 
bachelor ; ho wondered why he was called 
on to respond, when Mr Pendorgast wqb 
presont. 

Mr Pendorgast felt glad of tho opportunity 
to say ono word in behalf of tho Ladies ; tho 
guest of tho evening was about to meet Mrs 
Reinhart, (applause) —a lady for whom all 
present experienced a feeling of respect. 
Ho would proposo tho health of Mr j Reinhart 
Tbo toast was dronk with threo times three 
and after a brief and appropriate response 
from Mr Reinhart, volunteer toasts com 
monced, and with song and sentiment the 
reraaindor of Ihe evening was passed. At 
tho conclusion of tho topast, tho guest was 
oscorted to his dwelling, and loudly cheered. 

Mr Reinhart will leave on tho mail atoam 
or to*day for Europo. 



The Fire Department, 

The Board of Delegates of tho Fire Do 
partmeat, last evening mot tho Comuiitties 
from tho several Companies and resumed 
the consideration of tbo presont condition of 
the Department 

The Committeo appointed to wait on His 
Excellency to obtain a guarantee that the 
sums now duo, and thoso required for tho 
Department for the future, would' bo placed 
on the Estimates, reported that Ilia Excel 
lency, who had received them most cour- 
teously, informed '.hem that ho could not 
possibly givo such a guaronteo; as in the 
event of Union of tho Colonies, which might 
soon tako place, ho might possibly not re 
main hero, and his successor would not be 
bound by any obligation ho might onter into 
As regarded any present assistance, the 
Legislature had bound him hand and foot 
or to uso their own words, so completely 
hedged him in, that ho was unable, though 
a warm friend of the department, to gran 
assistence. Ilia advice was to apply to tho 
City Council for aid, who ho thought had 
the' power to levy a rato if they cnoao to 
erorciso it, and wonld, he believed, from what 
had fallen from tho Chiof Justice, in the 
Council, be sustained by tho Court. 

Tho report was received, and on motion 
the reply to tho Colonial Secretary's letter 
of tho 3 1st ulto., and resolutions 3 and 
adopted at last mooting wero reconsidered 
and unanimously rescinded. 

It was thon iigrecd, on motion of Mr Fore- 
man J. C. Keonnn, that tho same Committee 
wait upon the several Insurance Agents re- 
questing thoir aid lor the presont support of 
tho Firo Department, assuring thorn that un- 
less that aid was received tho Department 
would be compelled to declare themsolves 
out of service for want of funds to meet cur- 
rent expenses. 

On motion of Mr Secretary E. O. Holdcn, 
it was further agreed that a memorial be pre- 
pared for presentation to the Mayor and 
Council, praying that a by-law bo passed 
under the Incorporation Act, to lovy a rato 
for maintaining tho Fire Department. 

Committee adjourned subject to call of 
President, and Board resumed business, re- 
ceived now Delegates, and the following offi- 
cers were elected for the ensuoing tarm : S. 
L- Kelly, President ; F C. Holden, Secre- 
tary ; John Glassey, Treasurer ; being ono 
from each company. 

Treasurer reported all funds exhausted, and 
nothing in hand to pay steward's salary. 

On motion, the Secretary was instructed to 
apply to tho several companies to advance 
funds from private sources for payment of 
steward's Balary, he being in want thereof 
and Board adjourned. 



Scenes on the Nile. — Before loaving 
Cairo tho English ladio3 wero invited to 
pend an oveniug in the royal hnrom, and ac- 
cordingly at eight o'clock found tbomselves 
in a beautiful garden, with fountains, lit by 
n multitude of variegated lamps, and con- 
ducted by black ounuebs through trellis- 
covered walks to a large marble-paved hall, 
whore about forty Circassian slaves met them 
and escorted them to a saloon fitted up with 
divans, at tho end of which reclined tbo 
pasha's wives. Ono of them was singularly 
boautiful, and oxquisitoly dressed in pink 
ve'vet and ormino, with prieoless jowcls. 
Another very fino figuro was that of tho 
mother, a vonerabla old prinooss, looking ex- 
actly like a Rembrandt just como out of its 
framo. Great respect was paid to her, and 
when sho camo in every ono rose. Tbo 
^ueats being seated, or rather squatted, on 
tho divan, each was supplied with long pipes, 
ooffooin exquisite jewelled cups, and Bweet- 
meats, the ono succeeding the other, without 
intermission, the whole night. Tho Circassian 
slaves, with folded hands and downcast oyos, 
stood before their mistresses to supply thoir 
wants; Some of them wero very protty, and 
drossod with great ricbucsa and taste. Then 
began a concert of Turkish instruments, 
which sounded utiploasing to English ears, 
followed by a danco, which was graceful and 
pretty ; but this again followed by a play, in 
which half the female sluves were dressed up 
as mon, and tho coarseness of which it ia im- 
possible to describe. Tho wifo of the foreign 
minister kindly acted as interpreter for tho 
Enplisb ladies, and through her means somo 
kind of conversation was kopt up. But the 
ignorance of the ladios in tbo hurom is un- 
baliovablo. They can noither ror.u nur write; 
their wholo day is employed in dressing, 
bathing, onting, drinking and smoking. 
The soiree lasted till two in the morning, 
when tho royalty withdrew, and the Englist 
ladies returned home, feeling the wholo time 
as if they had beon seeinc a play acted Irom 
a scene of the "Arabian Nights," so difficult 
was it to realize that such a way of existence 
was possible in the present century. Tho 
Sunday before they left, curiosity led them 
alter mass to witness the gorgeous ceremonia 
of tbo Coptic Church. The men sat on tho 
ground with bare foot; tbo women in galleries 
above the dome, behind screens. The Patri- 
arch— who calls himself tbo successor of St. 
Mark, and as Ihe I; .dor of u sect whoso opin- 
ions are almost identical with thoso condem- 
ned by tho Council of Chulcedon a3 tho 
Eutyohian heresy— was gorgeously attired in 
a chasuble ot greon and gold, with a silver 
crosier in ono h id (St. George and tho 
Dragon being carved on tbo lop), nnd in the 
othor a beoutilul gold crucifix, richly jowcll- 
od, wrapped in a gold-coloured handkerchief, 
which ovory ono stooped to kiss. After the 
reading of the Gospel and tho Creed, tho 
people joined with p,roat fervour in tho Lit- 
anies ; and begun the consecration of the 
sacred Species, which lasted a very long time. 
The Holy Eucharist was given in a spoon to 
each communicant, tho broad being dipped 
in tbo wine, and the Patriarch laying his 
hand on the forehead of r .c'n person while he 
gave the blessing. At the same time, blessed 
bread stamped with a cross, and with the 
namo of Christ, wrs handed round to the rest 
of tho congregation, like tho pain benil in 
village churches in France. Tho Copte 
boast that thoro has never been the slightest 
alteration in their religious rites since tho 
fourth century, and they are undoubtedly the 
only descendants of the ancient Egyptians.— 
The Month,

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Execution of Twenty one Sergeants at 
Madrid— Shocking Scone. 

A .Madrid latter in tho Temps gives tbo 
subjoined torriblo narrative of the execution 
of the sergeants in this city. I could havu 
wished to wrote tins letter in a cheeilnl 
strain, but find it impoosiblo, I remember 
that at a cortain time military executions 
wore vory f.jquont in Spain, and the Ckar- 
ivvi used to sum up its news from that 
country by conjugating tho vorb fusilier. 
'the tradition b: ma to be still reipected, and 
tho logic of revolution appoars destined to 
remain eternally ihe same. At noon, two 
days buck, 21 young follows of the army 
engaged in tho la'o insurrection, almost nil 
of handsome appearance, were taken out of tho 
p isons and, al er being tied together two by 
two, were place 1 in carriages with tho win- 
dows wide ope ) and escorted by a numoroua 
body of troops to the placo of execution, a 
spot selected in tho vacant ground between 
tho Salamanca Palace and tho (Jliampa-lOls- 
yeos. Ono of my friends is having live 
houses built not a hundred paces from tho 
spot: tho ma:onry and scufToidiug are in 
course of oreotion, and nllorded oxcellont 
positions for viewing the scone. Thcro was 
a preliminary ceremony of military degrada* 
dation ; a promenado undor tho Hag j then a 
discourse, which 1 could not hoar, but which 
lasted two hours, during which time theso 
unfortunate men must havo already Buffered 
a thousand deaths. An onormouB crowd 
which hud followed the prooession was kept 
at a distanoo by tho troop». At last the 21 
victims wero ranged in file, at about a yard's 
distance from a loir clay wall, with their 
backs to tl.o soldiers, and then tho discharge 
look placo. Nearly all of thorn loll. At 
that moment the Ilorrnanos do la Caiidad, or 
brothers of Charity, rushod forward to save 
at least a few, but woro repulsed by the 
troops, and the firing recommenced, and con- 
tinued. Tho firing went on, and more than 
two hundred shots woro fired.

Earl Hussell and the Fenian Invasion. 
On the occasion of Lord Derby's minis- 
terial statement in iho House ot Lords, July 
7th, Earl Hussell who reviewed the policy 
nnd proceedings of his ministry, paid the 
following tribute to tho friendly conduct of 
President Johnson during the raid on the 
Canadian borders, and to the energy dis- 
played by the Canadians in defending their 
shores ; — " Both the public despatches and 
private letters of Lord Monck bore testimoDy 
to tho fact that the Fenian insurrection 
could not have been put down so quietly and 
completely as it bad been, il it had not been 
for the loyal conduct of the President of the 
United States. Greater enoigy and greater 
promptitude wero never seen than that 
manifested by the people of Canada in sup- 
port of the free institutions of tho day. 
That is a proof of our friendly relations with 
rhe United States, nnd it is a proof that our 
conduct towards Canada for the last quarter 
of a century has been such as to promote the 
loyalty and attachment of that people to our 

throne." 

Arrival from England. — The ship Royal 
Tar, Capt. John Mark, 137 days from Lon- 
don, consigned to Henry Nathan, arrived 
laBt evening and anchored in Itoyal Koads. 
Capt. Mark reports variable weather during 
tho first purl of the voyage ; crossed the 
Equator, iu tho Atlantic, on the 2-ilh of May ;
